Questionable

Hartnell’s hopes of having a 
football stadium of its own may 
never materialize. Hartnell, 
which has been using the high 
school stadium for all of its 
home games, has become aware 
that this annual “borrowing” 
has become more and more dis- 
advantageous to the college's 
football team. 

Many football followers agree 
that Hartnell does need a sta- 
dium, but no one is sure we 
will get it. Hartnell, no longer 
a part of the high school dis- 
trict, should not have to play in 
the “much-used” high school sta- 
dium. A 

With the opening of the new 
North Salinas high school it has 
become evident that if another 
stadium is not built, it will be 
difficult if not impossible to 
work out a schedule by which 
all of the teams in Salinas could 
use the stadium. 

Many alternate plans have 
been considered. It has been 
recommended that the high 
school field be rebuilt to suit 
the city’s needs. But this plan, 
because of the still evident fact 
that no matter how big the sta- 
dium becomes only one game 
could be played in it at one 
time, would not solve the sched- 
ule problem. 

Another solution mentioned 
was that the rodeo grounds, 
which are used only once a 
year, be reconditioned in order 
that football could be played 
there each fall. This solution 
is not likely either, for the price 
of reconditioning the area would 
probably cost more than just 
building a new stadium. 

The fact that none of Salinas’s 
present facilities can be ex- 
panded to fit the need, plus the 
widespread idea that every mod- 
ern college should have its own 
stadium, leaves the problem 
with only one solution: Hart- 
nell should have its own. sta- 
dium.
